AMENDMENT OF 
THE B.N.A. ACT 


Ottawa.--Should the Canadlan Par- 
Hament have the right to amend the 
Meitish North America Act, Canada’s 
written constitution? This was a 
question which held the House of 
Commons.

creased, and the loss of the young 
animals from these causes alnir-' 
entirely prevented. 

After a long, cokl winter with 
deep snow, like the present one 
heavy losses of young pigs, lambs 
calves and foals may be expected 
but can be largely prevented. The 
deep snow prevents the pregnant 
animals taking exercise ahd getting 
access to the soil, Exercise is al 
ways beneficial, and the soil seem: 
to be a regulator for the system 
It is probably for these two reas 
ons that there is seldom any 
trouble with fall pigs, calves anc 
foals and much less trouble with 
Iste lambs, Another drawback 0° 
the deep snow is that many ani. 
mals are either eating snow, or 
drinking only snow water, an’ 
while the water from many wells 
contains sufficient iodine for the 
requirements of live stock snow 
water does not contain any iodine 

The feeding of potassium iodid 
‘s am almost certain preventative 
of losses from hairless pigs, goiter_ 
ed lambs and calves, and a great 
help with foats, though weakness 
‘ty foals may be due togmany caus- 
ex = After this Jong? cold winter 
with deep snow heavy losses ar 
almost certain if potassium, iodid: 
‘s not fed. Feeding potassiur 
iodide requires very little extra 
work. It is not expensiv, and the 
saving of one litter of pigs, or onc 
calf or lamb will many times over 
pay for the cost of the potassinun 
iodide and the labour of feeding 
Potassium iodide should be care 
fully and regularly fed through 
mut the whole period of pregnancy 
Nut satisfactory results have ofter 
Seen secured whore it was fed fo: 
nly a part of the period; com 
mence feeding at the earliest pos- 
svble date. 

For Sows 

Dissolve one ounce of notassitr 
‘odide in one gallon of water, an’ 
mix in the feed one tablespoonfu’ 
of this solution oree a day for eacl 
brood sow, 

For Ewes 

Dissolve five ounces of potas. 
sium iodide in as small a quantity 
of water as possible. Spread 100 
pounds of dry salt as evenly as 
possible on a clean floor and 
sprinkle the solution of potassium 
iodide evenly over it. When dry 
place the salt where the sheep may 
have access to it at all times. For 
a very small number of ewes the 
iodine may be administered by 
dropping 30 drops of tincture of 
iodine on the skin of the ewe ever 
Jwo weeks during pregnancy, Th 
wool should be parted carefull, 
and the fluid dropped on a differ 
ent place on the skin each time 
This is slightly cheaper than the 

tassium todide treatment,
